A Vlad ivostok d ispatch received at 
an early hou r this morn in g accou n ts 
for on ly two ships of the great Ru s­ 
sian fleet—the cru iser Almaz an d the 
torped o boat d estroyer Grozn y—an d 
the absen ce of n ews abou t the battle­ 
ship Navarin an d the cru iser Oleg an d 
Au rora, which are the on ly fightin g 
ships of an y valu e n ot en u merated in 
the Japan ese lists of d estroyed or cap­ 
tu red , ren d ers almost id le an y hope 
that they were able to shake off the 
pu rsu in g Japan ese cru isers an d reach 
the shelter of the fortress at Gold en 
Horn . 
The officers of the Almaz d ispu te 
Ad miral Togo's claim of victory with 
practically n o loss an d d eclare they 
3aw two battleships go d own before 
their eyes an d that two cru isers were 
on the poin t of fou n d erin g when they 
last d istin gu ished the battlin g fleets. 
Bu t they ad mit the d istan ce of their 
ship from the scen e of battle an d the 
fog mad e the view d ifficu lt. 
Ru ssia has agreed to d isarm an d in ­ 
tern e the big fleet of colliers an d tran s­ 
ports sen t to the Chin ese coast when 
Rojestven sky d etetmin ed to try an d 
force the strait of Korea. 
It is be­ 
lieved here that the ad miral d id n ot 
wan t to be hampered by a big con voy 
*n the sea fight an d the d ecision to 
sen d the con voy to the rear compelled 
Rojestven sky to ad opt the shortest 
rou te by way ot Tsu Islan d , as some 
of the ships cou ld n ot carry en ou gh 
coal In their bu n kers to steam arou n d 
Japan . 
The report sen t Tu esd ay aftern oon 
of the arrival ot the d estroyer Su fn y 
at Vlad ivostok with Ad miral Rojest­ 
ven sky on board was d u e to a tele 
graph message sen t to Gran d Du ke 
Alexis by Ad miral Dou rn ovo, a mem­ 
ber of the cou n cil of the empire an d 
su perin ten d en t of posts an d telegraphs, 
in formin g him that he had received ad ­ 
vices from Vlad ivostok that the d e­ 
stroyer's comman d er. Ad miral Dou r- 
n ovo’s son . had picked u p Rojestven 
sky an cj had followed the Almaz ou t 
of the battle. 
Ad miral Dou rn ovo be­ 
in g u n d er the impression that the ad 
miral had reached Vlad ivostok, so in ­ 
formed the press. 
Tokio’s accou n t of the arrival of 
captu red warships at Japan ese ports 
was more hu miliatin g to the Ru ssian 
n aval au thorities than the n ews of the 
d efeat. 
The opin ion expressed here is that
